U.S. POSITION ON RAILWAY BONDS CASE CRITICIZED

[Text] Washington, February 11 (XINHUA) -- The United States Department of State yes- 
terday issued a statement on the so-called Huguang (Guangdong-Hankou) railway bonds in 

an attempt to justify a default judgment isgued by a U.S. District Court and the position 
of the U.S. Government on the question, 


The statement read out by State Department spokesman Alan Romberg said: "A class action 
suit was filed in U.S. District Court in Alabama in November 1979 on behalf of certain 
individuals who hold bon!s issued by the Government of China in 1911 for construction of 
the Huguang railway. The Chinese Government did not appear in court to present its 
views concerning its immunity from U.S. judicial processes. The judge subsequently 
issued a default judgment." 


The statement said: "Our law recognized the concept of sovereign immunity in cases 
arising from public, governmental actions of a foreign state." But is continued that 
"under international law foreign states do not enjoy absolute immunity and may be sued 
for actions taken in a commercial capacity." 


In this connection, an aide memoire delivered by the Chinese Foreign Ministry to the 
U.S. side on February 2, 1983 points out: "Sovereign immunity is an important princi- 
ple of international law. It is based on the principle of sovereign equality of all 
states as confirmed by the Charter of the United Nations." 


In fact, the argument contained in the U.S. State Department statement that "foreign 
states do not enjoy absolute immunity" is not universally accepted in the world, neither 
is it an acknowledged norm of international law. 


The statement of the U.S. State Department said that "the department has taken no posi- 
tion on the merits of this Litigation," but it hopes China would solve this issue in 
accordance with the U.S. judicial processes. This is in fact an attempt to shirk the 
U.S. Government's responsibility and force U.S. laws on China. 


In its aide memoire, the Chinese Foreign Ministry has made it clear that the Chinese 
Government firmly rejects the verdict of the U.S. District Court. 


REAGAN STATEMENT ON U.S. FOREIGN POLICY VIEWED

[Text] Washington, February 11 (XINHUA) -- U.S. P.esident Ronald Reagan issued a state- 
ment on American's foreign relations here today after receiving extensive briefings from 
Vice President George Bush and Secretary of State George Shultz on their just-concluded 
trips to Europe and Asia. Reagan said: "Clearly, their journeys have reinforced 
American policy and have set the stage for added progress in the future in two areas of 
the world enormously important to our country and our people.” 


He also said he was “personally...prepared to meet Mr. Andropov anywhere, any time to 
sign an agreement to eliminate all land-based intermediate-range nuclear missiles 
weapons from the face of the earth.” In his statement, Reagan stood by his "zero 
option" but said he was "willing to explore any serious Soviet proposal." 
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Concerning Bush's seven-nation Western-European tour, Reagan said: "The message that 
the vice president carried and the favorable responses he received reflect a solid 
expression of allied unity that we can all be proud of." The President noted that the 
U.S. and its Europcan allies were "one in wanting genuine arms control." 


Reagan said that he thought Shultz’ trip to Asia was “extremely successful" and "of 
great significance." He also said he agreed with Shultz' assessment that "much of the 
world's future is tied up with events in Asia and the Pacific..." 


Bush told a press conference afterwards that he believed an agreement on European 
missiles could be reached this year even though the Kremlin had not yet offered what 
he called serious proposals. 


SHULTZ OPTIMISTIC ON U.S.-ASIAN RELATIONS

"The trip that President Reagan sent me on underlines the importance of Asia in the 
President's global policy,” he said in an arrival statement at the Andrews Air Force 
Base. "I saw a vibrancy and creativity there that convinces me that much of the future 
lies in Asia." 


Shultz also said that when he reported to President Reagan, he would tell him that U.S. 
bonds with "sturdy allies" Japan and South Korea were strong and that there was a solid 
basis of common interests on which to build a closer relationship with China.

[Text] Kapitsa, the Soviet deputy foreign minister, visited Thailand from 7 to 9 
February. He leaves Bangkok or Hanoi today. 


After the talks, Arun Phanupong, the Thai deputy foreign minister, told the press. The Soviet 
Union has not brought any new suggestions for solving the Kampuchean issue, and Thailand is greatly 
disappointed because it thinks that the Soviet Union should play an important role in solving the 
Kampuchean issue. Deputy Foreign Minister Arun said that he told his Soviet counterpart that the 
situation created by Che Vietnamese troops along the Thai-Kampuchean border had become very dan- 
gerous. However, Kapitsa did his utmost to defend Vietnam and, in addition, regardless of the 
fact that the Vietnamese troops keep using Soviet-made shells to kill and injure Thais 
along its border, he made the false countercharge that Thai newspapers frequently 

publish articles on a Soviet threat. The Thai deputy foreign minister replied that the 
Thai newspapers did not mean to be hard on the Soviet Union, but they published such 
articles because the Soviet Union gave support to its ally, which kept creating troubles 
for Thailand. 


On his arrival at Bangkok Airport on 7 February, Kapitsa sang the same old tune of 
opening "direct dialogue" between Thailand, ASEAN and the Indochinese nations. 
Concerning this, Prasong, secretary general of Thailand's National Security Council, 
said: Unless a superpower thinks that to occupy the territory of another country by 
force and to kill the innocent people there is nothing unusual, it will not casually say 
that talks can improve the relationship between Thailand and Vietnam. 


On 9 February, Thailand's SING SIAM YIT PAO published an editorial which says: 
"Outwardly, it wants ASEAN to negotiate with the Indochinese nations; in fact, it wants 
people to recognize the Phnom Penh regime and that the Vietnamese aggression is '‘legal.' 
In addition, it wants to break up the Democratic Kampuchean Coalition Government and 
deny the resolutions of the UN General Assembly." The editorial points out that this 

is the aggressor's secret plot. 


People realize that during Kapitsa's visit to Thailand, the Vietnamese troops... 

have invaded Kampuchea, strengthened their offensive against t!e Kampuchean resistance 
force and brutally bombarded the Kampuchean refugee camp along the Thai-Kampuchean 
border. According to certain reports, on 8 February, covered by tanks, the Vietnamese 
troops that have invaded Kampuchea, launched an attack on the No 007 Kampuchean camp 
which faces Nong Samet, Thailand, making 4,000 to 5,000 refugees flee to Thailand. 


Departs Vietnam for Moscow

[Text] Beijing, February 13 (XINHUA) -- Soviet Deputy Foreign Minister Mikhail Kapitsa 
left Hanoi for home Saturday at the end of a four-day visit to Vietnam. 


Kapitsa arrived in Hanoi from Bangkok on February 9 after his tour of Indonesia, 
Malaysia and Thailand. During his stay there, according to VNA, Kapitsa met Vietnamese 
Foreign Minister Nguyen Co Thach and had talks with Deputy Foreign Minister Ha Van 
Lau on bilateral relations and international issues of mutual concern. The two sides 
noted with "satisfaction" that "the fraternal cooperation between the two countries in 
all fields has vigorously and firmly developed." 
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Chairman of the Council of Ministers of Vietnam Phan Van Dong received Kapitsa on 
February 10, He reaffirmed Vietnamese full support for the foreign policy of the 
Soviet Union, He said that Kapitsa's visit "is an embodiment of the close cooperation 
between the foreign ministries of the two countries," 


According to AFP, in an interview with its correspondent in Hanoi, Kapitsa reiterated 
Soviet support to the Vietnamese proposal on holding a "regional conference" between 
Indochinese countries and ASEAN (the Associaion of South East Asian Nations), a 
proposal which has been rejected by the ASEAN countries. He said: "The Soviet Union 
is ready to participate with other (U.N.) Security Council member countries in the 
conference." 


His remarks indicated that his visit to the three ASEAN countries were aimed at 
peddling the proposal in an attempt to legalize Vietnamese occupation of Kampuchea and 
the Vietnamese-backed Heng Samrin regime. He said that the Soviet Union had called on 
ASEAN countries to "take into account the suggestion for an end to the conflict in 
Indochina so as to pave the way to the negotiation table." 


Kapitsa also attacked the Coalition Government of Democratic Kampuchea led by Samdech 
Norodom Sihanouk as “having no future."

[Text] The Deputy Foreign Minister of the Soviet Union Kapitsa paid a visit 
respectively to Indonesia, Malaysia and Thailand from 3] January to 9 February and 
then went to Vietnam. This is the first visit of a senior official of the Soviet 
Union to Southeast Asia since the new leadership came to power. 


According to Kapitsa himself, the purpose of his current visit was to "be familiar 
with the situation.” But judging from the news reports, his actual attempt was to 
peddle the so-called "proposal" to legalize the Phnom Penh puppet regime by holding 
talks between Indochina and the ASEAN countries, which was once put forward by 
Vietnam but opposed by the ASEAN countries. As a result, he time and again attacked 
the Democratic Kampuchea Coalition Government and its President Prince Sihanouk, and 
tried to impose the "proposal" raised by the Soviet Union and Vietnam on the ASEAN 
countries. 


As a matter of fact, the situation of Southeast Asia is nothing strange to Kapitsa. 

It was precisely due to the support of the Soviet Union that Vietnam invaded Kampuchea, 
thus menacing the peace and security of Southeast Asia. At present, the Soviet 

Union is trying to take advantage of the situation in Kampuchea to steadily increase its 
military existence in Indochina and turn Vietnam's Da Nang and Vung Cam Rarh, and 
Kampuchea's Chhung Kompong Som into its military base in Southeast Asia. The ASEAN 
countries, confronted with the tense and turbulent Southeast Asian situation, have 
strongly opposed Vietnam's aggression in Kampuchea, supported the just struggles of 
the patriotic forces of Kampuchea against Vietnam and demanded that Vietnam act 
accord ng to the concerned resolutions adopted by the United Nations and withdraw 

all its troops from Kampuchea, so as to resolve the Kampuchean issue in a just and 
rational manner. Through his current visit, Kapitsa should have come to a sober 
understanding of the attitude of the ASEAN countries toward the Kampuchean issue. 


However, besides prating that "the sole wish of the Soviet Union is to enable the 
Southeast Asian countries to realize stability and cooperation," "the Soviet Union and 
Thailand should become good frineds," must "cooperate instead of being hostile" and 

so on, Kapitsa did nothing worth mentioning to ease the situation. 
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On the contrary, while Kapitsa was visiting the ASEAN countries, the Vietnamese troops 
in Kampuchea launched large-scale attacks against the resistance forces, intruded into 
Thailand and even attacked and destroyed the Nong Cham refugee camp at the Thai- 
Kampuchean borders. The Soviet press also openly attacked China and the president 

of the Coalition Government of Democratic Kampuchea, Samdech Norodom Sihanouk. Al) 
this shows that Kapitsa's Southeast Asian tour was only aimed at continuing Soviet 
support for Vietnamese aggression against Kampuchea, and not in the least for peace 

in this region.
